MAYFLOWER DECAY. 
HREE hundred years ago the May- 
flower brought to this country the 
dest group of people who have ever 
emigrated to our country a8 one 
shipload. The proportion of high mind- 
ed, .right thinking people in this small 
crew was exceptionally high. In the 
intervening years the descendants of this 
band have furnished an exceptional pro- 
portion of people willing to do what was 
necessary for the country’s. good, And 
now they are summoned to do their duty 
by one of the clearest clarion calls that 
has ever come to any people. Will they 
respond? And what is the call? To have 
more babies. The only Mayflower de- 
scendant personally known to me to be 
such is an old maid beyond child bear- 
ing age. Obviously she cannot respond. 
Although not a Mayflower descendant 
and although not always in accord with 
that group of worthies I am glad te 
pass the word along giving the reasons 
for the alarm. Two University of Cal- 
ifornia research students say that un- 
less the Mayflower descendants have 
more babies within less than another 300 
years all of the Mayflower brood then 
living could be put in a second Mayflower 
and sent back to England and that 
everybody would have plenty of room. 
Nobody would tread on any one’s toes. 
It would not be necessary for them to 
sleep two in a bed, and in fact there 
might be enough of them to man a ship, 
The average present size of a May- 
flower family is between 2 and 2.5 chil- 
dren per married couple. Unless the 
average family has between 8.5 and 4 
children the race or other group to which 
that family belongs is on the toboggan. 
An average of 2.5 children to the mar- 
ried family does not make enough al- 
lowance for old maids and bachelors and 
death rates of babies, children and all 
persons of less than marriageable age. 
Why, the death rate in the first year ot: 
life ia 10 per cent, which brings the 2.6 
down to 2.25. The death rate of the 
remaining 20 years before the mating 
age would cut off the one-quarter, leav- 
ing an average of 2 children per married 
family reaching marriageable age. There 
ig no leeway for those who fail to marry

O into gross and widely ramify- 
ing governmental abuses. On 
whole, the most important part I 
played was in the third legislature in 
which I served when I acted as chair- 
man of a committee which investigated 
various phases of New York Chr, of- 
-fitial life. 

The most important of the 3 
measures our committee recommend- 
ed was the bill taking away from the 
aldermen their power of confirmation 
over the mayor’s appointments. We 
found that it was possible to get citi- 
vens interested in the character and ca- 
pacity of thd head of the city, so so that 
they would exercise some intelligent 
interest in his conduct and qualifica- 
tions. But we found that, as a matter 
of fact, it was impossible to get them 
interested in the aldermen and other 
subordinate officers. 

In actual practice the aldermen were 
merely the creatures of the local ward 
bosses or of the big municipal bosses, 
and where they controlled the appoint- 
ments the citizens at large had no 
chance whatever to make their will 
felt. Accordingly we fought for the 
principle, which I believe to be of uni- 
versal application, that what is needed 
in our popular government is to give 
plenty of power to a few officials, and 
te make these few officials genuinely 
and readily responsible to the people 


gor the exercise of that power. 


Taking away the confirming. power 
of the board of aldermen did not give 
the citizens of New York good govern- 
ment. We knew that if they chose to 
elect the wrong kind of mayor they 
would have bad government, no mat- 
ter what the form of the law was. But 
we did secure to them the chance to 
get good government if they desired, 
and this was impossible as long as the 
old system remained. | 


Bitter Personal Conflicts. 
The change was fought in the way 


in which all similar changes always 


are fought. The corrupt and inter- 
ested politicians were against it, and 
the battle cries they used, which ral- 
ned to them most of the unthinking 
conservatives, were that we were 
changing the old constitutional system, 
that we were defacing the monuments 
of the wisdom of the founders of the 
government, that we were destroying 
that distinction between legislative and 
executive power which was the bul- 
wark of our liberties, and that we were 
violent and unscrupulous radicals with 
ne reverence for the past. 

Of course the investigations, dis- 
closures, and proceedings of the inves- 
tigating committee of which I was 
chairman brought me into bitter per- 
sonal conflict with very powerful finan- 
ciers, very powerful politicians, and 
with certain. newspapers which these 
financiers and politicians controlled. A 
number of able and unscrupulous men 
were fighting, some for their financial! 
lives and others to keep out of un- 
pleasantly close neighborhood to state’s 
prison. This meant that there were 
blows to be taken as well as given. 

In such political struggles those 
who went in for the kind of thing that 
1 did epeedily excited animosities 
‘among strong and cunning men who 
would stop at little to gratify their ani- 


_. thosity. Any man engaged in this par- 


ticular type of militant and practical 
reform movement was soon made to 
feel that he had better not undertake 
to push matters home unless his own 
character was unassailable. -< 
Traps fer Unwary. | 


On one of the investigating commit- 
tees on which I served there was a 

countryman, a very able man, who, 
when he reached New York City, felt 
as certain Americans do when they go 
to Paris—that the moral restraints of 
his native place no longer applied. 
With all his ability, he was not shrewd 
enough to realize that the police de- 
partment was having him, as well as 
the rest of us, carefully shadowed. He 
was caught red handed by a plain- 
clothes man doing what he had no busi- 
ness to do; and from that time on he 
dared not act save as those who held 
his secret permitted him to act. 

Thenceforth those officials who stood 
behind the police department had one 


NCE or twice I was a member | 
of committees [of the New 
York legislature] which looked

the committee might take such a 
course as to force him into a position 
| where his colleagues would expose him 
even if the city officials did not. How- 
ever, he escaped, for we were never 
able to get the kind of proof which 
would warrant our asking for the ab- 
tion in which this man could not have 
joined. 

Traps were set for more than one of 
us, and if we had walked into these 
traps our public eareers would have 
ended, at least so far as following them 
under the conditions which alone make 
it worth while to be in public lite at 
A man can, of course, hold public 
office; and many a man does hold pub- 
lic office, and lead a public career of a 
sort, even if there are other men who 
possess sec about him which he 
cannot afford to have divulged. But no 
man can lead a public career really 
worth leading, no man can act with 


‘| rugged independence in serious trises, 


nor strike at great abuses, nor afford 
to make powerful and unscrupulous 
foes if he is himself vulnerable in his 
private character. Nor will clean con- 
duct by itself enable a man to render 
good service. I have always been fond 
of Josh Billings’ remark that “it is 
much easier to be a harmiess dove than 
a wise serpent.” 


The Unforgivable Crime. 


There are plenty of decent legisla- 
tors and plenty of able legislators; but 
the blamelessness and the fighting 
edge are not always combined. Both 
qualities are necessary for the man 
who is to wage active battle against 
the powers that prey. He must be 
clean of life, so that he can laugh when 
his public or his private record 16 
searched; and yet being clean of life 
will not avail him if he is either foolish | 
or timid. He must walk warily and 
fearlessly, and while he should never 
brawl if he can avoid it he must be 
ready to hit hard if the need arises. 
Let him remember, by the way, that 
the unforgivable crime is soft hitting. 
Do not hit at.all if it can be avoided; 
but never hit softly. 

Like most young men in politics, I 
went through various oscillations of 
feeling before I “found myself.“ At 
one period I became so impressed with 
the virtue of complete independence 
that I proceeded to act on each case 
purely as I personelly viewed it, with- 
out paying any heed to the principles 
and prejudices of others. 

The result was that I speedily and 
deservedly lost all power of accom- 
plishing anything at all; and I thereby 
learned the invaluable lesson that in 
the practical activities of life no man 
can render the highest service unless 
he can act in combination with his 
fellows, which means a certain amount 
of give and take between him and 
them. Again, I at one period began 
to believe that I had a future before 
me and that it behooved me to be very 
farsighted and scan each action "care 
fully with a view to its possible effect 


ion that future. 


This speedily made me useless to the 
public and an object of aversion to | 
myself; and I then made up my mind 
that I would try not to think of the | 
future at all but would proceed on the 
assumption that each office I held 
would be the last I ever should hold 
and that I would confine myself to try- 
ing to do my work as well as possible 
while I held that office. I found that 
for me personally this was the only 
way in which I could either enjoy my- 
self or render good service to the coun- 
try, and I never. deviated 
from this plan.

EIGHT THEATERS | 


CITY CHARGES 


James W. Breen, an assistant corpo- 
ration counsel, who has conducted the 
city law department’s investigation of | 
the connection between theater owners 
and scalpers, has found that eight 
downtown theaters have been so open 
in their violation of the anti-scalping | 
ordinance that they should be denied 
licenses. 

Regarding Mr. Breen’s report Mr. 
Ettelson said: 

“From the report it is apparent tha 
the best seats in many of the theaters 
cannot be purchased at the box offices 
of theaters by the public, but on the 
contrary, must be bought from scalp- 
ers at a price in excess of that charged 
at the box offices. | 

“Mr. Breen in his report says that 
this is especially true of the Colonial, 
Palace, Majestic, Olympic, Tilinois, 
Powers, Blackstone and Auditorium, 
and he recommends that licenses be re- 
fused to the above theaters for the year 
of 1919. 

“In his report he states that the 
managers and employés of the Grand 
Opera house, La Salle, Garrick, Cort, 
Princess, Studebaker and Woods have, 
during the last three months, made an 
effort to codperate with the municipal 
authorities to make it difficult for sealp- 
ers or brokers to obtain tickets to sell 
at a premium, and recommends that 
these theaters be granted licenses for
